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HE Holstein-Friesian Association of America will hold 
its 59th Annual Convention at Columbus, Ohio, on 
jane 6 and 7, 1944. The Royal Brentwood Sale comes on 
yonday, June 5, immediately preceding. The schedule of 
gents is shown in the box on this page, and the Notice 
of the Convention with full details of the business to be 
ansacted, appears on the next page. 

No convention was held in 1943 in compliance with 
the request of the Office of Defense Transportation that 
sl conventions be suspended where possible for the dur- 
sion of the present emergency in transportation. This 
yxtion was authorized by vote of the 1942 convention at 
Vinneapolis, subject to the decision of the Board of Di- 
rectors. This year, while the transportation emergency 
till exists, the Board, upon advise of counsel, felt that 
aconvention should be held to comply with the law under 
shich the Association is incorporated. No effort will, 
accordingly, be made to provide elaborate entertainment, 
and the officers are not urging a large attendance of 
breeders outside of duly elected delegates to transact 
the necessary business of the Association. Of course, all 
members and interested breeders who do attend will be 
very welcome. Many will be in Columbus attending the 
Royal Brentwood Sale on Monday of Convention Week, 
which promises to make worthwhile history for the 
breed. 

Tuesday will be Open Forum Day, during which op- 
portunity will be given to discuss the various resolutions 
aid amendments to be acted upon formally in the Con- 
vention on Wednesday. President W.S. Moscrip will give 
his presidential address and the reports of the officers 
vill be received. Two speakers from outside the Associa- 
tion will be heard on the Tuesday program. Dr. L. A. H. 
Peters, Agricultural Attache of the Netherlands Lega- 
tion, Washington, D. C., will discuss the Rehabilitation 
of Dairy Industry in the Netherlands. . Dr. Peters ad- 
dressed the Board of Directors very interestingly at their 
meeting in December, and the Canadian breeders at their 
anual meeting in February. The information there pre- 
sented will be brought down to date in his current ad- 
dress. R. E. Hodgson, now with the Bureau of Dairy 
Industry, will give an illustrated talk on Dairy Farming 
in Tropical America, a subject that is likewise of keen 
interest at this time. The annual banquet will be held 
Tuesday evening. This will permit delegates to get away 
on evening trains Wednesday if they desire. The official 
fonvention will be held on Wednesday, with President 
Moserip presiding. 

The Association has had a great year—one of the 
best in its history. Digests of the annual reports of the 
secretary, Treasurer and Supt. of A. R. are presented on 
feature pages of this issue. The Extension Service re- 
Port will be given in the issue following. 

There are a number of matters in the Call which will 
be of special interest and are likely to provoke lively 















































debate. We would like to comment briefly on some of 
these items. 
Use of Prefix Names 
At th Minneapolis Convention in 1942, there was 





lengthy debate on this subject of prefix names, and the 
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action there taken we do not think was particularly 
satisfactory to anybody. After further discussion by the 
Board at subsequent meetings, and estar aan 
Secretary Norton and Secretary Clemons of the nadian 
Association, new amendments are here offered under 
sponsorship of the Directors. These provide a more de- 
finite method of transfer of a prefix, and set an expiration 
date after ten years lapse in use. Two important changes 
from the old rule are proposed. At present, prefix names 
may be given by the proprietor of such prefix only to 
cattle bred by him, or dropped his property. That last 
clause is properly proposed to be eliminated. 

The proposed new sections 22 and 24 seem to us to 
be inconsistent and leading again into deep water. Sec. 
22, as proposed, would require every animal bred by the 
proprietor of a prefix to bear the prefix name of the 
breeder regardless of ownership at date of birth. In- 
cidentally, we think that mandatory provision is too 
strong so long as the adoption of a prefix name is merely 
optional with the breeder. But then, we go on to the 
new Sec. 24, and it is proposed that ‘‘when prefix-named 
cattle are sold into other herds, their prefix names may be 
usesd in naming their progeny, but not as the first name.”’ 
Sec. 22, it will be noted, requires that in the case of a

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Annual Report of Officers 


The complete annual reports of officers 
and committees of The Holstein-Friesian 
Association of America will be available 
in printed form to all members, upon re- 
quest. We present herewith digests of 
these reports for the information of our 
readers. 


Report of Secretary 
To the Board of Directors and Mem- 
bers of the Holstein-Friesian 
Association of America: 


The year 1943. in spite of the war 
and the resulting shortage of labor 
on the farms, was one of the best 
years in the history of the Associa- 
tion, when measured by progress 
made in our various activities. We 
recorded 111,197 animals, the larg- 
est number, with one exception, since 
1929: transfers totaled 73,574, the 
largest number recorded since 1929; 
1,311 new members were admitted 
during the year, a number exceeded 
only once since 1930, and total mem- 
berships at the end of the year was 
higher than ever before in the his- 
tory of the organization; we tested 
more cows in Advanced Registry and 
Herd Test combined than we have 
ever tested in any previous year in 
the history of the Association, even 
including those years when the old 
Seven Day Test was at the height of 
its popularity; we inspected and 
classified 7.477 animals, exceeded 
only in one year since the classifica- 
tion program was established; our 
Extension Service has extended its 
various activities to more complete 
coverage of the country than any 
time in recent years and extensive 
field work has been carried out in 
spite of transportation § difficulties 
and limitations on automobile travel. 
With this brief summary of the 
year’s work, we would record it as a 
year of genuine progress and accom- 
plishment for the breed. The year 
1943 has brought us much nearer to 
the end of the war, in fact it has been 
a preview of victory, and the Hol- 
stein-Friesian cow has done her full 
share by furnishing an abundant 
supply of milk, the food that is es- 
sential for the final victory. 

MEMBERSHIP 

Membership in our Ascsociation 
reached a new high record for all 
time in 1943,increasing from 32.571 
at the close of 1942 to 33.546 as of 
December 31, 1943. a net gain of 975 
during the year. New members ad- 
mitted during 1943 totaled 1,311, 
but losses due to deaths, expiration 
of limited memberships, dissolution 
of partnerships, and withdrawals re- 
duced the net gain to 975. The 1.311 
new members represent 44 states, 
the District of Columbia, and the 
Territory of Hawaii. Only four of the 
states,ArkKansas, Florida, Mississippi, 
and South Carolina, failed to contri- 
bute to this quota of new members. 
New York leads with 295 new mem- 
bers, followed by Wisconsin with 
141, Pennsylvania 133, Michigan 
109, Ohio 109, Illinois 94, Minnesota 
61, Iowa 56, Indiana 46, and Mary- 
land 25. The list of new members 
admitted in 1943 evceeds the pre- 
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vious year by nearly 60%. A total of 
11,913, or more than 35% of the 
total membership, were listed as 
active as compared with 34% for the 
previous year. 


Membership fees for the 1,311 new 
members admitted during 1943 to- 
taled $31,950 and this amount was 
transferred to the Reserve Fund 
under a policy adopted by the Board 
of Directors in 1939 and followed 
each year since that time. Under this 
plan, our Reserve Fund has been in- 
creased by $96,335 during the five- 
year period 1939-1943 from member- 
ship fees alone, a very substantial 
addition to this fund. 


The final roll call for 205 of our 
members came during the year and 
their names have been taken from 
the roster of members.

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REGISTRATIONS 


The trend in registrations has been 
steadily upward since 1935 and the 
past year was tre highest since 1929, 
with the single exception of 1940, 
when the change in fees broke all rec- 
ords for registration. During the 
past year was the highest since 1929, 
pedigrees of 551,645 animals, an av- 
erage of nearly 111,000 per year, and 
total registrations since 1885, when 
the Association was organized, had 
reached the tremendous figure of 
3.320.869 animals as of December 
31, 1943. This total included 890,111 
males and 2,430,758 females. 

The total of 111,197 registration 
certificates issued during 1943 in- 
cluded 28,634 males and 82,563 fe- 
males and exceeded the previous 
year by 4.573, or 4.3%. It is inter- 
esting to note that this increase of 
4,573 registrations over 1942 in- 
cluded 2,585 males and only 1,988 
females, and that the percentage of 
male registrations moved up from 
24.4% in 1942 to 25.7% in 1943. 

A trend toward later filing of ap- 
plications during 1943 as compared 
to the previous year reflects the gen- 
eral difficult labor situation and the 
shortage of help on the farms. We 
trust that this will swing back to-

EARLY REGISTRATION 


The object of the present schedule 
for registry fees, which became effe. 


tive January 1, 1940, was to stim. 
late early registration by starting 
penalty fees at six months, instead of 
one year as before; and to make this 
program especially attractive to the 


breeders, the two months’ bracket 
was added, providing for refund of 
the full amount of the fee paid upon 
cancellation of the certificate within 
certain age limits—15 months for 
males and 36 months for females. 
We had hoped that this insurance 
against loss of fees if the calf died or 
failed to develop satisfactorily would 
induce many breeders to adopt a pre 
gram of filing applications within 
two months of birth. Such a pr 
gram, widely used by our breeders 
would be most advantageous to the 
office and the breeders as well. We 
find that the percentage of errors it 
applications increases in direct pre 
portion to the ages of the animals 
hence registration under two months 
would greatly reduce the number o 
incorrect applications and save # 
great deal of time and expense in th 
office. Filing applications on the two 
months’ basis would also result iné 
more steady, even flow of applic 
tions to the office, which is mos 
desirable from the standpoint of oF 
fice management.

TRANSFERS 
The general trend of the market 
ss been upward for the past 10 
vars and the increased activity in 
wies is shown by the rise in trans- 
fers during that period. The depres- 
sion in the Holstein industry touched 
wttom in 1933 with only 31,041 
tansfers of ownership during the 
yar. Ten years later in 1943, trans- 
tes totaled 73,574. The 73,574 
transfers recorded in 1943 represent 
again of 7,767 or 11.8% over the 
pevious year. There were 48,713 
females transferred and 24,861 
pales, Or approximately two females 
to every male sold. Of the total of 
73,574 transfers recorded during the 
year,63,530 or 86.3% were filed 
vithin three months of date of sale, 
avoiding payment of penalty fees. 
National members affiliated with 
their State Holstein Clubs furnished 
si% of the transfers during the 
year, national members only ac- 
counted for 20%, and the remaining 
13% were filed by non-members. 
Transfers by states show New York 
frst, Wisconsin second, then Penn- 
sylvania, Ohio, Michigan, Illinois, 
Minnesota, Iowa, Indiana, and Cali- 
fornia, in the order named. 
NEW BUYERS 
Each year we keep a list of new 
buyers whose names appear on our 
records for the first time as pur- 
one or more registered 
This list of new buyers to- 
taled 15,577 for 1943, an increase of 
1012 or 7% over the previous year, 
and their purchases included 9,101 
males and 13,366 females, a total of

22,467 head, which is up 1,787 head 
or nearly 9% above the purchases by 
new buyers during 1942. The ten 
leading states for new buyers during 
the year were New York, Wisconsin, 
Pennsylvania, Michigan, Illinois, 
Ohio, Minnesota, Iowa, Indiana and 
California, in the order named. Every 
one of the 48 states and the District 
of Columbia are represented on this 
list. 


HERD-BOOKS 

During the year 1943, we pub- 
lished and distributed three volumes 
of the Herd-Book, Volumes 89, 90 
and 91; these volumes covered the 
period from June 10, 1941 to Sep- 
tember 23, 1942 and included the 
pedigrees of 130,300 animals; the 
proceedings of the 1942 Annual Con- 
vention and reports of Board Meet- 
ings held during this period were in- 
cluded in these volumes. Volume 
92, covering the period from Septem- 
ber 23, 1942 to February 4, 1943, 
contains 44,900 pedigrees and the re- 
port of the Board Meeting of Decem-

ber 1942. It should be 
distribution in May. Volume 93 will 
include 42,100 pedigrees covering 
February 4, to May 5, 1943, and we 
hope to distribute it before the end 
of. the year. Volume 94 will include 
4G,000° pedigrees and covers the 
period from May 5 to Nov 15, 1943. 
IMPORTATIONS 

The strong demand for good dairy 
cattle in this country, together with 
the rate of exchange on our money, 
stimulated the business of importing 
from Canada, and the number of 
registered Holsteins imported from 
Canada and =¥re-registered in our 
Herd-Book during 1943 totaled 4,- 
683, including 232 males and 4,451 
females. This is an increase of 1,266 
head over 1942, when 3,417 were 
imported and re-registered, including 
191 males and 3,226 females. The 
smaller increase in male importa- 
tions as compared with females re- 
sulted in part, at least, from special 
requirements effective January 1, 
1943 for imported males to be elig- 
ible for registry. As first established 
by the Board of Directors, certain 
minimum pedigree requirements 
were specified together with a mini- 
mum score of 75 points on the offic- 
ial scale of points for any male over 
eight months of age at time of im- 
portation. The scoring proved expen- 


ready for 
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sive and impractical because of the 
difficulties of travel and the type re- 
quirement was abandoned by action 
taken at the Devember Board Meet- 
ing, but the pedigree requirements 
remain in force. 

Under a reciprocal agreement with 
the Holstein-Friesian Association of 
Canada, similar requirements are in 
force in Canada with respect to 
males imported from the United 
States for re-registration in the Can- 
adian Herd-Book. Importations dur- 
ing the year were limited to ship- 
ments from Canada. 

1943 EXPORTS 

Exports to foreign countries were 
very nearly impossible during the 
year on account of war-time restric- 
tions, shipments totaling 100 head as 
compared to 106 in 1942 and 482 in 
1941. Exports included 64 males and 
36 females sent to 14 countries, with 
approximately half of the number to 
the adjoining countries, Mexico and 
Canada. 

PREFIX NAMES 

The use of prefix names has be- 
come increasingly popular of late 
years and 693 new prefixes were re- 
served during 1943 and 13,763 pre- 
fix names had been reserved at the 
close of the year. Prefix names are 
very helpful in the office, increasing 
the names available for use without 
duplication and automatically bring- 
ing together the cards for all animals 
in the same herd in our office files, 
which is of great convenience, The 
prefix name has a very definite value 
to the herd owner as a trademark for 
animals of his breeding, and for this 
reason I believe that our presént By- 
Laws governing the use of prefix 
names could be improved, and 
amendments will be presented for 
consideration at the 1944 meeting of 
the delegates. I believe that the 
breeder should use his prefix in nam- 
ing every animal of his own breeding 
and that no other animal should bear 
his prefix. Under such regulations, 
the prefix name would be a true 
index of the breeder in every case. 
Further clarification of the prefix By- 
Laws is desirable and other amend- 
ments will be offered for this pur- 
pose. The proposed changes will sim- 
plify and clarify them and I trust 
that the delegates will give them 
favorable consideration. 

ARTIFICIAL INSEMINATION 

The artificial insemination pro- 
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gram is gaining momentum each 
year. During 1941 we received ap- 
plications for the registration of 1,- 
976 animals resulting from artificial 
insemination; during 1942 we re- 
ceived 4,180 such applications, a gain 
of 112%; during 1943 the number 
jumped to 12,094, an increase of 
7,914 or nearly three times as many 
as the 1942 total. This tremendous 
increase from 1,976 to 12,094 or 
512% in two years shows the neces- 
sity for careful study of the program 
in order that the regulations estab- 
lished may provide proper safe- 
guards for the records without hin- 
dering its development in ways bene- 
ficial to the industry and to the im- 
provement of the breed. 


Artificial insemination offers tre- 
mendous opportunity for breed im- 
provement by extending the use of 
our better sires far beyond the pos- 
sibilities under natural service. By 
joining together in cooperative 
artificial breeding associations, dairy- 
men can have the service of sires of 
their chosen breed of much higher 
value than they could afford to own 
independently and at no greater ex- 
pense individuaily. This extended 
use imposes a heavy responsibility 
upon those charged with the selec- 
tion of the sires, and great care and 
much study are necessary to secure 
sires capable of transmitting good 
production and desirable type to 
their offspring. A carefully planned 
breeding program should be worked 
out and followed through in select- 
ing these sires. This will develop a 
community breeding program, so 
that in the course of a few genera- 
tions of breeding all member herds 
will represent much the same blood- 
lines, and sires that prove satisfac- 
tory in any of the herds will work 
equally well in all the other herds.—I 
may be old fashioned but I still be- 
lieve that a sire proved satisfactory 
in one herd may prove otherwise in a 
second herd of entirely different 
bloodlines. 


Under this cooperative breeding 
program, many more breeders will 
be encouraged to place their herds 
on test for production records, an 
essential element of any sound 
breeding program. A well organized 
cooperative artificial breeding asso- 
ciation, with all members testing 
their entire herds year after year, 
should be the best method of raising 
the levels of production of all herds 
in the community, and such a com- 
munity would soon become well 
known as a source of seed stock. All 
this, of course, is contingent on the 
use of good judgment in selecting 
the sires to be used and in keeping 
careful records to assure accuracy of 
the pedigrees. Unless we have care- 
ful and accurate records of the breed- 
ing of our animals, any attempt to 
measure the value of different lines 
of inheritance is useless. It is ob- 
vious that the chance for error in 
the pedigree is slight under natural 
service, if the service is recorded 
promptly and correctly and the reg- 
istry application is prepared care- 
fully; but in the artificial insemina- 
tion program, where the semen is 
transferred from one technician to 
another and semen from _ several 
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bulls is carried by the inseminating 
technician, there is plenty of chance 
for making a mistake. This process 
Tequires very careful labeling and 


careful handling of the semen to be 


sure of its identity. The cow, too, 
must be properly identified and the 
insemination must be recorded 
promptly and correctly. Fortunate- 
ly, we now have a test, developed in 
the Genetics Laboratory of the Uni- 
versity of Wisconsin, which furnishes 
an accurate method of checking par- 
entage, if both sire and dam are 
available so that blood samples may 
be obtained.. At present, the labor- 
atory facilities are too limited, but 
later we hope to be able to handle 
the work so that we can require the 
typing of the blood of every sire 
used in the artificial insemination 
program, whether between herds or 
in regularly organized cooperatives, 
with a regular established fee to be 
paid by the owner. 

An annual license fee to be paid 
to the Association would seem ad- 
visable for every sire used artific- 
ially between herds or in cooperative 
organizations. This would serve to 
check the too rapid and ill-advised 
spread of the artificial insemination 
program, and surely careful super- 
vision is essential to keep the pro- 
gram under control and insure the 
accuracy of the records. Blood typ- 
ing we must have as rapidly as we 
can get the work done, as a safe- 
guard to the records, and the licens- 
ing of sires for artificial services 
seems desirable as an added precau- 
tion. 


THE PUREBRED DAIRY CATTLE 
ASSOCIATION 


As Secretary of the Purebred 
Dairy Cattle Asociation, I am pleased 
to report that very substantial prog- 
ress was made during 1943. The 
dairy cow and bull score cards were 
printed in attractive colors and 500,- 
000 copies were sent out for use and 
distribution by the colleges, a great 
help to teachers and _= students 
throughout the country. Uniform 
rules and forms for the artificial in- 
semination program were published 
and distributed through the colleges 
and filing of reports by approved co- 
operatives was greatly simplified. 
Further progress was made toward 
uniform rules for production testing, 
type classification, and sire proving, 
but these projects are not yet com- 
pleted. 


A new project to be undertaken by 
the Purebred Dairy Cattle Associa- 
tion for 1944 is “‘Uniform Laws ard 
Regulations for Interstate Movement 
of Dairy Cattle.”” What a help it 
would be to our breeders if such 
uniformity could be secured. This 
is a‘ long-time proposition and very 
difficult because of different views 
among those in control of state regu- 
lations, differences in the advance- 
ment of the disease control programs 
in adjoining states, and different in- 
terests involved in the different sec- 
tions of the country. 


BETTER HERD RECORDS 


We cannot emphasize too strongly 
the need for improvement in keeping 
herd records. Many breeders have 
no regular system of keeping dates 
of service, calving, etc. and depend 


upon haphazard methods of 
ing such important dates, and 
result, they make many padi 
errors in their applications for 
istry. Careful and accurate reere 
are a fundamental requirement 
livestock registry associations 4, 
absolutely essential that peg . 
be recorded correctly, if they are 
mean anything and be of real oa 
and there is only one way to Pree 
this—by keeping a private = 
register of some sort in Which ajj 
such information is entered accurate. 
ly and promptly. With such a Tee- 
ord, and proper identification ot 
calves by eartag number, sketch, or 
snapshot, the breeder can Prepare 
applications without fear of mistake 
whenever he may wish to do 80 
Carefully kept records and properly 
prepared applications would be of 
tremendous help at the Brattleboro 
office, which we surely need under 
present conditions, and would greatly 
reduce office costs in the Registry 
Department. Every breeder should 
keep a herd register. 


HIGH PRICES 

We need to be concerned with the 
trend in cattle prices. They hare 
been moving upward steadily during 
the past five years and while it js 
difficult to determine what prices 
may be considered safe, we are all 
pretty well agreed that too high 
prices are bound to bring disaster ip 
their wake. Figures shown below 
for prices from 1939 to 1943 are in- 
teresting and need careful study:

The average for Holsteins at auction 
in 1939 was $152.25 and at that time 
the average for milk cows 
$58.60 and milk at wholesale aver 
aged $1.68 per cwt. The 1943 aver 
age for Holsteins at public sale wa 
$343.27, with average for milk cow 
throughout the country at $114 and 
milk averaging $3.14 per cwt. # 
wholesale. Here we find that the 
average price of pure bred Holsteins 
of both sexes and all ages has at 
vanced 125% since 1939 while the 
price of U. S. milk cows has advanced 
94% and the wholesale price of milk 
has advanced only 87% during the 
same period.

IN CONCLUSION 

While our business increased dur- 
ing the year, the help situation grew 
geadily worse and we lost 57 people 
fom our office staff. This rapid 
mmover in help makes it absolutely 
impossible to operate on anything 
like a satisfactory basis of service to 
gr members and there is little hope 
a improvement while the war lasts. 
Iwant to pay tribute to our em- 
ployees for making such a good 
showing during the year and getting 
ot more work in all departments 
thn during the previous year even 
though we have been so badly handi- 
capped. I believe that our breeders 
throughout the country appreciate 
difficulties involved in carrying on 
the office and will give our em- 
ployees credit for doing their best 
uwder very trying conditions, for 
many of them are going through the 
same experience. The demand for 
good cattle increases steadily and 
our business grows in proportion. 
During the first three months of 
1944 we have received more registry 
applications by 10%, more transfer 
applications by 17%, and more mem- 
bership applications by 26% than 
during the corresponding period of 
143. With this added business in 
Prospect, we can make no promises 
for 1944, but we do pledge our very 
best efforts for completion of the job 
before us.

Total expenses for the year, after 
making inventory adjustments and 
allowance for depreciation, amounted 
to $324,270.60 as compared with 
$295,273.55, the total expense dur- 
ing 1942——an increase in expenses of 
$28,997.05. Expenses for 1943 were 
distributed among the four depart- 
ments as follows: 


General , $ 438,907.96 
Registry 142,421.03 
Advanced Registry 54,043.51 
Extension Service 85,337.21 


These four items of administration 
expenses total $325,709.71, the dif- 
ference from total expense shown 
above being covered by adjustments 
of inventory and depreciation allow- 
ances. 

The net operating profit of your 
Association for the year was $90,- 
919.81 as compared with $75,560.50 
for the previous year—a gain of 
$15,359.31 or 20.3%. - From the 
standpoint of operating profit the 
year 1943 was one of the best in the 
history of the Association, only two 
years—1920 and 1940—showing a 
greater profit. The increase in busi- 
ness and the steady accumulation of 
ecards and records in the files brought 
further congestion to the office and 
late in the year additional room was 
acquired by rental of nearby office 
and storage space. This is not so 
satisfactory as having the entire 
force housed in the office building 
but is necessary in the present 
emergency. We are badly crowded 
and if business continues at present 
levels, plans should be made for an 
addition to the building which would 
provide ample office and storage 
space. 

Total assets at the close of 1943 


$598,998.27—the highest figure re- 
ported for total surplus or net worth 
in the history of the organization. 
The Report of the Auditors shows 
the financial operations of the Assoc- 
iation for 1943 in full detail. 


The reserve fund at the beginning 
of the year was $222,488.78. This 
was augmented during the year by 
$48,245.64, including the following 
items: 

With these additions the Reserve 
Fund stood at $270,734.42 on De- 
cember 31, 1943. 


The Reserve Fund has been re- 
built gradually but steadily from its 
low point of $116,751 in 1937 and 
with a few years of continued good 
business, it should reach the $400,- 
000 mark with the principal addi- 
tions from the yearly earning from 
membership fees, as this source alone 
has provided more than $96,000 dur- 
ing the past five years. A reserve 
fund of $400,000 is none too large 
for an organization such as yours, 
with definite obligations to an ever- 
increasing membership and _ with 
moral obligations to the great dairy 
industry of this country, which we 
are striving to improve and develop. 


We are in the midst of the second 
great war of the 20th century and it 
is well to look back to World War I 
for guidance in our fiscal policy. His- 
tory repeats itself and a study of our 
financial status during and following 
the last World War may be helpful 
in making plans for the immediate 
future and the postwar period. For 
this purpose, we have prepared a 
tabulation for the past 28 years, be- 
ginning with the year ended April 30, 
1917this is, the year just prior to our 


entrance into World War I—and 
through the year ended December 
31, 1943. This table shows income,

The Honor List 

The Honor List for 1943, like the 
three previous years, is based on rec- 
gis exceeding requirements by 
6% for the various age classes in 
ach of the classifications for milking 
frequency in both the Ten-Months 
ud yearly Divisions.

HERD IMPROVEMENT REGISTRY 


Through the past year, our breed- 
ers in all sections of the country have 
been beset with problems of labor 
and equipment and the manpower 
shortage has made heavy demands 
on the available supply of supervis- 
ors in our testing program; but in 
spite of these difficulties new records 
were established for the number of 
cows appearing in the herd averages 
and the total number of cows on test 
during the year. The number of 
herds tested was exceeded in two pre- 
vious years 1937 and 1938. Average 
production dropped _ slightly, as 
might be expected with labor handi- 


-caps, but higher averages for milk 


and fat per cow have been recorded 
in only three of the fifteen years of 
the Herd Test. The average butter- 
fat test for the year was 3.49%— 
the highest in the history of the Herd 
Test—and more than a full point 
above the average test for the first 
five years of this program. 

Volume 15 of the Red Book will 
list herd averages for 477 herds in- 
cluding 11,776 cows and heifers of 
all ages—the largest number re- 
ported for a single year—whose av- 
erage production was 11,435 lbs. 
‘milk, 3.49% fat and 399.6 lbs. fat 
per cow. An average of ‘approxi- 
mately 400 lbs. fat per cow for a 
herd of 11,776 cows and heifers is a 
remarkable showing, the figures be- 
ing actual production figures with no 
age conversion or other adjustment. 
This is more than double the average 
yearly production of U. S. dairy 
cows, which, according to U. S. De- 
partment of Agriculture figures, was 
4739 lbs. milk and 187.9 lbs. fat per 
cow for 1942, the latest figures avail- 
able. The following table shows the 
herds arranged in four groups ac- 
cording to frequency of milking, with 
averages for each group and the 
combined average for the entire 
number of 477 herds tested during 
the year: 


Of the 477 herds tested during the 
year 32 had averages over 500 Ibs. 
of fat per cow, including nine milked 
twice daily, 17 in Classification 3X 
and 6 of mixed classification. There 
were 72 herds averaging between 450 
and 500 Ibs. fat per cow and 129 
others above 400 lbs., or a total of 
233 of the 477 herds tested that av- 
eraged over 400 lbs. fat. 


The highest herd average in the 
history of the Herd Improvement 
Test was completed during the year 
and the honor for this remarkable 
achievement goes to Lewis A. Zim- 
merman of Lehighton, Pennsylvania. 
This herd of 16 cows on 3X milking 
is credited with the very wonderful 
average of 19983 lbs. milk, 3.7% fat 
and 731.9 lbs. fat per cow. Only once 
before have we reported a herd aver- 
age in excess of 700 lbs. fat and that 
was credited to Morningside Hospital 
Portland, Oregon, in Volume 14. 


Another new high record for all 
time was completed during the year 
in the 2X classification by the A. J. 
Schwalger herd at Billings, Montana. 
This herd of 4 cows is reported with 
the almost incredible production on 
twice a day milking of 17666 Ibs. 
milk, 3.5% fat and 620.1 Ibs. fat. 
This is the second herd to be re- 
ported in Classification 2X with an 
average in excess of 600 lbs. fat per 
cow. There are too many herds de- 
serving special mention to be listed 
here but among the 3X herds we 
note Morningside Hospital, Port- 
land, Oregon, with an average of 
605.6 lbs., their fifth consecutive 
year above 600 libs.; R. E. Waugh, 
Burlington, Washington, with 592.7 
lbs., his third over 500 lbs.; Uni- 
versity of Nebraska with 587.2 lbs., 
fourth consecutive year above 500 
lbs.; State House of Correction and 
Branch Prison, Marquette, Michigan, 
with 541.1, fifth over 500 lbs.; Ionia 
State Hospital, Ionia, Michigan, with 
528.4, eleventh over 500 _ Ibs.: 
County of Essex, Cedar Grove, New 
Jersey, with 572.8 lbs. fat for 76 
cows, the highest average ever re- 
ported for a herd of more than 50 
cows and the ninth consecutive year 
above 500 lbs. High averages in 
Classification 2X, in addition to the 
Schwalger herd with 620.1 Ibs. fat, 
include J. F. Hutchinson, Gibson- 
burg, Ohio, with 580.9 lbs., fourth 
over 500 lbs.; John Holser, Troy, 
New York, with 548.2 lbs.; Jay F.

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CARNATION SEGIS PROSPECT SELLSFOR $27,100 IN THE 1921 BRENTWOOD 


Royal Brentwood to Make More History

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An Open Letter 


AN OPEN LETTER TO THE DI- 
RECTORS AND DELEGATES OF 
THE HOLSTEIN-FRIESIAN AS- 
SOCIATION OF AMERICA 


Dear Sirs: 


At this time when Holstein cows 
are in such great demand, many 
members of our Association are 


thinking about the future. They are 
discussing not only the future of 
prices, but also the future prosper- 


ity of our Association. Some of them 
have long memories, and have not 
forgotten the very high prices of 
the early 1920’s that were followed 
by the very low prices of the early 
1930’s. And the financial condition 
of the National Association has had 
similar ups and downs. The last re- 
port of the Finance Committee re- 
flected this apprehension. It is 
gratifying that the Committee has 
taken steps to strengthen the cash 
reserves of the Association towards 
a time when they foresee that the 
money will be ‘‘sorely needed’’. 

Probably most members of the 
Association favor this point of view. 
There are, however, some members 
who feel that cash reserves are fine 
as far as they go, but that cash 
alone is not enough. They consider 
cash reserves are necessary, but in 
their opinion now is the time to 
make a substantial investment for 
the purpose of producing future in- 
come. They would like to see a more 
aggressive program of breed promo- 
tion, undertaken with the purpose 
of building future income. From 
dollars planted carefully now the 
Association can reap a_ perennial 
return. 

Doubtless we all agree that the 
present time offers the greatest 
opportunity ever experienced for in- 
creasing the number of pure-bred 
herds. Many dairymen with grade 
herds now have the money and the 
inclination to shift to pure-breds, 
and a lot of them have begun to do 
so. We believe that our Association 
should spend money now to help 
these dairymen develop pure-bred 
herds, for in doing so we shall be 
building future income for the Asso- 
of the National Association has had 
ciation, and thus future benefits for 
every breeder. 

There is much talk about post- 
war sales of cattle to Europe. Yet 
we have a tremendous market right 
within range of our own farmsteads 
that makes the possibilities of ex- 
porting cattle to Europe seem unim- 
portant by contrast. If we could re- 
place only two and one-half percent 
of the grade dairy cattle in this 
country with pure-bred . Holsteins, 
we could double the income and so 
obtain the money to vastly increase 
the services of the Association. There 
never was a time when the effort 
was as worthwhile as it is right now. 
During each of the last few years, 
over 14,000 “new buyers’ have ac- 
quired registered Holsteins. Last 
year the figure was over 15,200. Only 
a meager percentage of these new 
buyers have been followed up by a 
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personal call from a representative 
of our Association. Can we imagine 
any up-to-date business house being 
thus indifferent to new customers? 


Our present budget, though in- 
creasing the allotment for extension 
work, is not designed to take ad- 
vantage of this unusual opportunity 
for breed promotion. In fact, so 
many demands are being made cur- 
rently on our field men that they can 
answer only a fraction of them. Per- 
haps rightly, they are concentrating 
on the “big spenders’, and must 
necessarily neglect many of the calls 
from old members of our Associa- 
tion. These members are patient in 
making allowances, but their pa- 
tience does not justify the neglect 
of the great opportunities now open 
to our Association. 


In the meantime our competitors 
have not been sitting by compla- 
cently. Any reader of the other 
breed publications is aware of the 
active programs of breed promotion 
that they have undertaken. To men- 
tion only one, the Guernsey Asso- 
ciation has made our efforts look 
feeble indeed. In the Southern states 
where the demand for milk has been 
so great, they have assigned five 
field men to the. area. In contrast 
the Holstein Association has allotted 
one half of the time of one man. 
Similarly, the Guernsey Association 
has invested in full page magazine 
advertisements, addressing their ap- 
peal to the consuming public. 
Although this advertising is primar- 
ily to support the sale of their spe- 
cial milk, it is very effective propa- 
ganda against what the advertise- 
ment refers to in a belittling phrase 
as “ordinary milk’. With equal 
aggressiveness the Guernsey Asso- 
ciation is circularizivg dairymen 
through the mails, appealing to their 
concern for post-war milk markets. 
These circulars stress the alleged 
“Superior quality” of their milk 
which they claim leads to “stable 
markets” for the dairyman who 
keeps yellow cows. 

The answer may be made that 
Guernsey competition is limited to 
certain parts of the country, and 
hence should not be a concern of 
our National Association. But the 
Holstein dairymen in these parts of 
the country do not relish being left 
to fight without national support. 
They feel that counter-aetion is re- 
quired, not to sell Holstein milk as 
a special milk, but by selling the 
reputation of the Holstein cow. Any 
study of agricultural economics will 
show that the Holstein cow is per- 
haps the single greatest benefactor 
of American agriculture, and it is 
also one of the greatest benefactors 
of human health. 


The Guernsey Association is now 
circularizing dairymen, saying, “All 
signs indicate that the much talked 
of world peace is not so far away. 
Certainly it is not too far away to 
do some practical thinking and plan-

As a beginning, we suggest 
the Association make use of 
ability and experience of 
its members who are not 
or paid employees.

Association, and all of us are in- 
debted to them for the generous con. 
tributions of time and effort they are 
giving to the affairs of the Associa. 
tion. Likewise, the employees are 
competent and diligent, and are ac. 
complishing miracles considering th, 
demands upon their time. Yet ajj o 
them are overworked, and swampgj 
with calls from old and new breed. 
ers alike. But the Association num. 
bers many members whose experi- 
ence and ability in promotional ap. 
tivities could be had without cop. 
pensation. Certainly the other Bree, 
Associations have made profitable 
use of talented members in genera) 
promotional work. This is one re. 
source of our Association that cou 
be developed into a new productive 
asset. 


The procedure we suggest is to se 
up a Committee on breed promotion, 
responsible to the Extension Com. 
mittee. We suggest that this Com. 
mittee be composed of the Secretary 
of the Association, the Director of 
Extension, two _ directors of the 
Association, and at least four other 
members of the Association chosen 
by the executive ¢ommittee. The 
appointment of such a committee 
would require no change in the by- 
laws since it is already provided for 
under Article II, Section 3, Para- 
graph B. We have prepared a Reso- 
lution to this effect, to be presented 
to the Delegates at Columbus. 

The problem of providing the 
money for these promotional activi- 
ties should not cause difficulty. By 
increasing the transfer and registra 
tion fees by fifty cents for the dur 
ation of the war, an annual income 
of over $80,000.00 would be pro 
vided. One-half of this money could 
be spent currently and one-half ear- 
marked in a special reserve for post- 
war special activities. This action 
would require a change in the by- 
laws. We have entered in the Call 
proposed amendments to Article IV. 
Sections 43 and 46 of the By-Laws. 
to permit these changes to be made. 

Of course, some members Will 
object to increasing these fees, evel 
though it’ may cost them only 2 
few dollars in the course of a yeal. 
These objections will probably come 
from the group who have alway: 
rallied behind the old battle cry, 
“Shucks, Mister, you can’t beat the 
Holstein cow”. All of us concur i 
this statement, or we would not be 
keeping Holsteins. But we believe 
that this attitude of complacency

We would settle without that k 
phrase, if necessary. 

Still unsettled other than as a matter of office rulis 
is the question of use of a breeder’s prefix name in cor 
bination, not as a prefix, on animals owned but not br 
by him. The famous Baker Farm animals, “Faith 
Baker Farm,’ etc., illustrate the point. The conventis 
should adopt a definite policy on this point. Personal 
we do not feel that this form of naming is misleading 
objectionable. 

Colors That Bar Registry 

Two proposals bearing on this subject are offer 
A resolution by Glenn L. Bancroft of Michigan calls { 
a change in the ruling on tail markings.

‘ the end of the tail. We are certain to run into this 
grious problem still more as we go along. We would all, 
f course, prefer to see the distinctive white stockings, 
jut there are other things more important. The more 
se concentrate attention on fancy points of color pattern, 
ihe less progress we will make with fundamentals. Per- 
sonally, we think there are many sorts of broken color 
jg markings more objectionable than a leg carrying 
«me solid black clear down to the hoof. 


Increasing Fees for More Extension 

Perhaps the most controversial issue of the Conven- 
tion will be the amendments sponsored by Messrs. Os- 
jorn and Tullis, these would increase registration and 
wansfer fees in all brackets by 50 cents for a limited 
priod to provide an expanded extension program, It 
will be noted that these amendments provide that for the 
duration, or not less than three years, half of the extra 
revenue derived from this source is to be used specifically 
for increased extension work; half to be placed in a 
gecial fund, ear-marked for extension work in later 
yars. The sponsors, ably set forth the arguments in 
fyvor of this procedure in an open letter published in 
this issue. 


We are sure that a thorough discussion of the import- 
at subjects of Association fiscal policy and breed pro- 
notional work are desirable at this time, regardless of 
what action may be taken. 


How big a Reserve Fund should our Association 
build in times of prosperity? How low is it safe to go in 
leaner periods? How much should we spend for promo- 
ig tonal work? Should the amount vary with general con- 
ls ditions, or should it be kept on a fairly even keel year 
after year? Should we spend more in good years or in 
tough years? 

" Perhaps the answers to these and other questions 
rm Vil determine the action taken on these proposed amend- 
| ments. An excellent reference for pertinent data will be 
found in the report of the Treasurer, published in this 
issue. 
From this tabulation the following facts seem espec- 
ially pertinent: 
(1) The Surplus of the Association on December 31, 
1943 stood at $598,998., which is the highest point in the 
tama “story of the Association by nearly $100,000. 
. (2) Net earnings of the Association last year were 
$91,000. It may be added that this year is running still 
t higher to date. At the end of the first 18 weeks of 1944 
sm “8h receipts exceed cash disbursements by over $84,000. 
r (3) In a period of 28 years the Association has aver- 
ing *8ed to spend $85,000 a year for extension work. The 
my *2nual amounts have varied from a high of $210,000 in 
1923 to a low of $24,619 in 1933. 
o1 _(4) In 1943 the Association spent $85,337 for Exten- 
iam “2 Work. The 1944 budget is $96,000. 
_ (9) The proposed increases in fees, if they had been 
in effect through 1943 would have produced $92,385 of 
additional income, and some $100,000 on the basis of 
Present indications for 1944. 

We believe thoroughly in an aggressive, well rounded 
he extension program. We believe in seeking new converts, 
t re making available for them intelligent assistance in 
oft tisha personal herd problems; also in assisting estab- 
it a breeders in their problems, particularly in legis- 

thee and milk marketing matters that may threaten 

“ir interests, and in general taking leadership in the or- 
tional work of the industry, not however to the ex- 
ent of superceding the voluntary efforts of individual 
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breeders and local groups. General breed publicity and 
advertising are another important function of the breed 
association through the Extension Department. 

We feel that the Extension Service of our Association 
has been doing a reasonably good job along these lines. 
The weakest spot, as we see it, has been in the very lim- 
ited funds allocated to advertising of the breed in the 
general dairy and farm press. The present advertising 
budget in such publications in our judgment could be 
profitably multiplied four or five times, and such a pro- 
gram could be carried out well within our present in- - 
come. 

Any large expansion of the field force for the duration 
seems rather questionable in the present man-power and 
transportation situation. It is possible to waste a lot of 
money on incompetent fieldmen. We are not too much 
concerned about the efforts of our friendly rivals in the 
other breeds. There is room for all, and they are not 
exactly running away with the market. 

There is also to be considered the question of the 
situation at Brattleboro. In spite of all efforts to secure 
and train new office workers, and a 49-hour work week 
for the diligent office staff, the back-log of unfilled orders 
is steadily increasing. We started the new year with 
22,000 applications for registry and transfer on hand 
awaiting attention. On April 15, just three and a half 
months later, this figue had increased to 41,000, a big 
ten-weeks work. New building construction to house an 
increased staff, even if the people could be found, would 
of course be impossible for the duration. Therefore it 
seems to us it is not entirely a question of money. If 
we had a million dollars in the Extension fund, it would 
be practically impossible to spend it wisely and effec- 
tively. Too much high pressure selling always kicks 
back, sooner or later. 

Incidentally, from our present fees we will be adding 
somewhere from $75,000 to $100,000 to our Surplus 
this year (after spending $96,000 for Extension.) If it 
should be felt that $600,000 is a reasonable back-log of 
surplus (to be increased by $30,000 a year or so in mem: 
bership fees), it would be possible to make a substantial 
start on a special Extension Stabilization Fund, as the 
Canadian Association has done, from our current surplus 
earnings, without asking our membership; for any in- 
crease in fees. 


We do like very much, the suggestion in the resolu- 
tion for a Committee on Breed Promotion, which would 
draw upon at least four members outside the Board of 
Directors, chosen because of their experience or ability in 
promotional activities. With no disrespect to the present 
Extension Committee, a little new blood, with a fresh 
approach to these problems, would be worthwhile. 


Getting back to the general problem again, these ad- 
ditional questions seem to us pertinent. Is-it not possible 
for an association like ours to accumulate too much 
money? Is there not a danger of becoming too fat and 
complacent, and in the tough years maybe not trying 
quite hard enough? Or of spending money without suf- 
ficient scrutiny to make sure we are getting the best 
possible return for it? Or maybe, even quarreling a little 
over the control of the purse-strings? It could happen 
here. 

Other Amendments 


The directors sponsor an amendment to clarify the 
procedure in the event that we should again find it ex- 
pedient to cancel the holding of an annual convention in 
any later year. It is merely a legal formality, and, of 
course, should be approved. Another amendment is a 
technical one in regard to transfers of ownership under 
special title arrangements. It seems entirely proper, and 
is based upon requests by members. 


The Arizona Holstein-Friesian Association proposes 
amendment of the present by-law on Junior Member- 
ship to give such junior members the privilege of a lim- 
ited 10-year senior membership, after reaching the age 
of 21 years, for a fee of $10 which may be converted into 
a regular life membership at any time within the period 
by payment of $15 additional. Our Association has. al- 
ways very properly followed a liberal and cooperative 
policy with junior breeders. Whether they would wish 
preferential treatment after reaching their majority, we 
have no means of knowing. If it would be helpful to 
these young people to adopt this amendment, we would 
expect the delegates to favor it.

This is the slogan adopted by the 
Minnesota breeders for their 1944 
State Sale, scheduled to be held May 
29 at Owatonna, Minn. Art Petersen 
has been engaged to direct the sale 
and to select the animals. He has 
the as3istance of a committee which 
has been scouring the state to sift 
out the prospects for final approval. 
Apparently the top breeders of the 
state are pretty well opening their 
herds for this event. The manage- 
ment promises that this will be a 
sale of “all tops’’. Supporting de- 
tails appearing in their 2-page ad in 
this issue, and in the issue preced- 
ing. 


The spirit with which Minnesota 
is backing this state sale carries our 
memories back to those earlier days, 
suggesting in the sale slogan, when 
Minnesota State Sales lead the in- 
dustry. The first of these events was 
held in June, 1919, the year after 
the war ended. The sale was held at 
the famed E. C. Schroeder Farms, 
and made the phenomenal average 
of $2865 for 76 head, highest state 
sale average in the history of our 


breed. In this sale, a top price of 
$65,000 was paid for the bull, Sir 
Pietertje Ormsby Mercedes 4ist, 


son of Sir P O M out of Spring 
Brook Bess Burke. Hollyhock Farm 
was the purchaser, with Mr. Schroe- 
der retaining a half interest at the 
sale price. Jenny Wren Pietertje, a 
daughter of Sir Pietertje Ormsby 
Mercedes, topped the females at 
$10,100. It will be recalled that 
Minnesota was the home of Pietertje 
Maid Ormsby, famed Mother Orms- 
by, and her son, Sir Pietertje Orms- 
by Mercedes. A_ sizable percentage

nas held our Association back, has 
made us Slow in educating the great 
mass of dairymen to the virtues of 
the pure-bred Holstein cow. Like- 
vise it has permitted the public to 
sow healthy on Holstein milk with- 
out making them aware of the fact 
that this cow, with its economical 
production, has made inexpensive 
milk available throughout the land, 
resulting in an inestimable benefit 
to the public health. 

If these proposals should be 
adopted, the primary beneficiaries 
will be the small breeders. It is the 
small breeder who needs the help in 
seeping his records and pedigrees, 
and in selling his surplus animals. 
He will benefit more from increased 
fees than the larger breeder, for he 
is the one who needs assistance 
more than the larger breeder. The 
small breeder always has been, and 
always will be the backbone of our 
Association. But when there is not 
enough field service to go around, 
too often the small breeder is passed 
by. 

‘It is interesting to note how our 
fees would compare with those of 
the other Breed Associations after 
increasing ours by fifty cents each:

In the two largest categorgies our 
new fees would be as low as those 
of any other Breed Association. 
Penalty fees have been left out of 
this table, since any member can 
avoid them if he cares to. The fact 
that over $81,000 in penalty fees 
was collected in 1942 (more than 
the total expenditure for Extension 
work) shows how indifferent many 
of our members are to a slight in- 
crease in fees. 

Even to the man who watches his 
pennies carefully, fifty cents is a 
small additional amount to pay on 
an animal valued at an average 
price of approximately $350.00. By 
paying this modest sum we can not 
only give better service to old mem- 
bers. but vastly increase the number 
of pure-bred Holstein herds in this 
country. By educating other dairy- 
men to keep pure-bred Holsteins we 
shall be helping them to increased 
prosperity through the ownership of 
more efficient animals, as well as to 
an added profit from ‘‘double crop- 
ping’ inside their barns—more 
milk. and an annual crop of valu- 
able calves. 

The long-term results of such a 
Program should benefit all Holstein 
breeders, large and small. It should 
expand the demand for cattle for 
Many vears to come, thus increasing 
the income of our Association. And 
a the Association’s income is in- 
creased, the amount above fixed 
Costs should mount to a degree that 
Would ultimately permit fees to be 
reduced far below any level hither-

It will necessarily be a very large 
edition and required special author- 
ization of the War Production Board 
due to stringent regulations on paper 
usage. It is now in process and we 
hope to have it ready for distribution 
sometime in July, though it may be 
later due to the help situation in the 
office. It will be a most valuable ref- 
erence book for all students of Hol- 
stein-Friesian breeding and produc- 
tion records and the _ subscription 
price will be $5 per copy. All owners 
of herds completing tests during the 
past herd test year will receive copies 
as covered by testing fees, but others 
desiring copies should place their 
orders without delay. 

Fifteen Years of Herd Testing 

Fifteen years of Herd Improve- 
ment Testing have been recorded and 
the grand averages for that period of 
time are very gratifying. During the 
fifteen years, we have’ reported 
yearly herd averages for 5,152 herds 
including 118,467 cows and the aver- 
age per cow per year for the entire 
number is 11335 lbs. of milk, 3.45% 
fat and 390.8 lbs. fat—well above 
twice the average yearly production 
of U. S. dairy cows. Starting in Vol- 
ume 1 with 242 herds including 4,- 
834 cows with an average of 10864 
Ibs. milk, 3.37% fat and 366.4 lbs. 
fat, we have built up our herd test- 
ing program so that the past five 
years have averaged 444 herds and 
11,088 cows with yearly averages of 
11,598 lbs. milk,-3.47% and 402.6 
Ibs. fat per cow. 

HERD CLASSIFICATION 

The popularity of Herd Classifica- 
tion under the group plan was dem- 
onstrated again in 1943, with a total 
of 7,477 animals classified, including 


268 males and 7,209 females. Dur- 


ing 1942, classification reached a 
total of 9,002 making a combined 


total of 16,479 for the first two full 
years under this system. The high- 
est previous year was 1941 with 2,- 
671 animals classified. The distri- 
bution. of the 7,477 classifications

Recognition of Preferred and Proven 
Sires 

Recognition of sires that have 
demonstrated ability to improve type 
as shown by comparison of their off- 
spring and mates has been an ad- 
junct of Herd Classification from the 
beginning of the program. This rec- 
ognition, in the form of Bronze 
Medal and Silver Medal Preferred 
Sire Certificates, is based on the in- 
spection, from the breed type stand- 
point, of not less than ten daughters 
of the sire in comparison with their 
dams. One Bronze Medal and six 
Silver Medal Certificates were issued 
during 1943. When a sire qualifies 
as a Silver Medal Preferred Sire, he 
becomes eligible for a Gold Medal 
Proven Sire Certificate whenever a 
majority of his tested daughters have 
completed Advanced Registry or 
Herd Test records fifty per cent in 
excess of Advanced Registry require- 
ments, with a minimum of six daugh- 
ters meeting these production re- 
quirements. Four sires qualified for 
Gold Medal Certificates during the 
year.

Progressive Breeders’ Registry 

The Progressive Breeders’ Reg- 
istry was established in 1939 as g 
means of giving recognition to breed- 
ers who have bred and developed 
their herds to fulfill the require. 
ments under a breeding program ap- 
proved by the Association. The re- 
quirements for the _ Progressive 
Breeders’ Registry are high and can 
be met only after years of carefy] 
and painstaking effort. The herd 
must be a breeders’ herd—at least 
75% bred by the applicant—so 
credit goes where credit is due. The 
herd must meet very strict health re- 
quirements, based on state and fed- 
eral disease control programs: it 
must show good production by Herd 
Improvement Test or Advanced 
Registry tests, including the entire 
herd of milking age, and good type 
of official inspection in the Herd 
Classification program. The follow- 
ing list includes all breeders who 
qualified for Progressive Breeders’ 
Registry during 1943 and indicates 
the number of consecutive years dur- 
ing which the breeder has met the 
qualifications since the beginning of 
this program in 1939:

NEW YORK LEADS IN CALFHOOD 
VACCINATION 

Since January 1, 1941, 80,292 
calves have been vaccinated under 
federal supervision in the State of 
New York, as protection against 
Bang’s infection. This leads all states 
in the Union for numbers vaccinated 
under the state-federal plan. 
Vermont dairymen have  vacci- 
nated, however, a higher percentage 
of their available calves to reach 
a total of 67,602 during the same pe- 
riod. 
Louisiana appears third in the 
list of states cooperating with the 
federal government in controlled 
calfhood vaccination with 50,550 em- 
munized against the disease. 
The following states have vacci- 
nated 25,000 or more calves: Colo- 
rado, Idaho, and Washington.

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According to the Hbolstein-Friesian Association of America only eleven bulls 
of the breed had ever sired 4 or more 1,000-Ib. fat-producing daughters up to Janu- 
ary 1, 1944, 


These were Matador Segis Ormsby with 29 such daughters; Sir Inka May 
with 12; Governor of Carnation with 11; Carnation Prince with 7; Sir Pietertje 
Ormsby Mercedes 37th with 5; and Carnation Segis Prospect, Dutchland Pietertje 
Sir Aaggie, Inka The Great, Sir Pietertje Ormsby Mercedes, Triune Alexina Orms- 
by and Segis Walker Matador, each with 4. 


You will note on this list that the first four bulls listed are Carnation sires, and 
that 7 of the 11 are Carnation sires. But what will perhaps interest you most is that 3 
more 1,000-lb. fat records have since been credited to the score of Governor of Car- 
nation, which gives him more than three times as many 1,000-lb. fat daughters as any 
other living sire.
